In all but the VX-5R, I used the published power specs. The 5R has 
something dramatically wrong with it's published receiver power 
requirements, so I estimated. 


Many thanks to a number of you who sent suggestions, or who simply said 
you looked forward to seeing what the final results looked like. Special 
thanks to Steve N7TX who has patiently provided me with a condensed 
tutorial on 2m operations and how to assess what local ops are telling 
me. Again, my point in doing this is simply to use the relative 
efficiencies of these ht's as one factor among many in assessing what to 
purchase. 


Among new rigs, the IC-T2H and VX-150 offer excellent efficiencies, 
simple rugged construction, and most of the features folks seem to need 
for normal operating conditions. The reviews in QST and on-line at e-ham 
are excellent, and give these rigs high marks. Checking around on the 
web, there are some great deals on both these rigs which bring them 
within the $100-150 range. I may end up with one or the other, though 
some very gracious folks on the list have offered me surplus ht's that 
I'm also considering.

Thinking is often bad for your health, but I am thinking that the 
current credited QRP frequencies are un-known by the FCC and ignored by 
the ARRL who is to busy saving 2,490 MHz to do anything else. 


The xx.060 that is quoted here as the area where QRP operators 
should operate were defined by use, and good at inseption because it got 
us away from the KW guys below xx.050 and it did.

The first section of tubing on my R7 is loose in the fiberglass. If 
there was any type of adhesive in there...it's gone now. The rivet is 


still there, and the antenna works fine, just that when fully assembled 
the antenna wobbles back and forth. 


I'm thinking of drilling the rivet out and putting a bolt completely 
through the fiberglass and tubing. I could also use some epoxy.

I agree wholeheartedly. 


I am not very "religious" about QRP. For example, I rarely use the "/QRP" 
prefix on my call because it is, for me, a distinction without a difference. 
I have no transmitter that puts out more than 2 watts. I don't limit myself 
to the environs around the QRP calling frequencies, although I generally 
start there because that's where the DSW's power up. 


We spend a large amount of time telling others that no one owns frequencies, 
and yet want dedicated frequencies ourselves. While I dislike the Fists 
claim to certain frequencies, they usually keep those frequencies occupied. 
If I find a frequency occupied, I use another. 


There is no need to artificially limit our frequencies. We can still look 
for each other in the vicinity of the existing QRP calling freq's.

I'm a new QRP op and I also use Pactor to get my e-mail when 
camped in my favorite mountain valley. I was surprised that the QRP 
"Calling Frequency" is somehow defined as 14.06. Why? This is on the edge 
of the digital world and makes the only way to move back into the FIST 
defined area.

Why not 14.04 like on 40 meters? 


The "usual" QRP frequencies on most bands are 60 kHz from the edge. 40 
meters is the exception, because the worldwide allocation is a mere 100 
kHz, and 7.060 is usually occupied by voice signals outside the Americas. 


On 20 meters, moving down to 14.040 would mean competing with more QRO 
CW operations. True, there isn't much room to move off 14.060 (the 
digital stuff tends to start around 14.065), but at least the calling 
frequency itself is usually free of high-power signals. 


Also, the FISTS weren't as big a factor when the QRP calling frequencies 
were originally chosen. So there used to be more room to move downward 
than you typically have now.

I was still concerned about how deaf some of the 
contest stations appear to be this weekend. Here 
are some facts/tests that I have done today: 


My receiver is an FT-1000MP MK V, the same 
as most of the contest stations use. This is a good 
receiver that handles strong signals quite well. 


I tried upping my power to see if they would be able 

to hear me. At 100W output they still don't hear anything. 

At 800W they sometimes get a character or two. At 1500W, 

it's the same, they seem to be able to just detect I'm there 
but are not able to complete the contact most of the time. 
(sorry people - this bit is definately not QRP!!) I'm running 
an Alpha 87A into a KT34A tribander at 45 feet. 


I would say that my station is on a par with many of the 
contest stations out there. Perhaps they have slightly 
better antennas than me - let's say they have four 6 element 
stacked monobanders on 20m - that's about 6 to 10dB 

more antenna gain than me - equal to, at most, 2 'S' points. 
So, if I'm receiving them at about S8 to S9, I should be 
about S6 minimum their end. 


Unless they have solid S7+ noise all the time, there is 

no other explaination that I can come up with other than 
these guys are simply not running just 1500W - they seem 

to be running much more than that. I live in a fairly highly 
populated area with lots of hams all on for the contest. 

I noted the background noise level I was getting after a 
station called CQ (presumably with lots of other people 
calling them). I typically hear 3 or 4 of the stations calling 
and the noise under them is about S4/S5 on the meter. 

I cannot believe that the noise level in Barbados or Italy, 
for example, is anymore than this. So, again, why can't 
these guys hear my 1500W? 


It's not xallx of them by any means. I have successfully 
worked into Europe many times this weekend, however, 

I did note that everytime I was able to work a station, 
their signal was not one of the real loud ones but was 
just around S5/S6 (about where I'd expect my signal 

to be at their end!). 


Conclusions? 


a) Lots of the stations out there are running excessive 
(illegal) power and don't have the receive capability 
to match. 


b) It's a complete waste of time trying to work them 
this end of the contest unless you have excessive 
power yourself. Oh well..... 


No flames please - this is just my considered opinion.

One other point to add, Dave: 


A lot of "contest operators" are just plain inept or lazy and listen for 
and work only the "loud" easy stations. "Too much trouble to dig those 
weak ones out when there are so many loud ones . <n 


I no longer contest, but I have observed that most successful contest 
stations tend to work the test by layers, spread out over the duration of 
the contest. This is a common pattern: loudest, strongest stations first; 
then the next layer; then the next layer; etc. Finally, perhaps during the 
last couple of hours when most of the big iron has retired, the 
100-watt/dipole guys have a chance. We QRPers jump in any time and surprise 
outselves and everyone else with our success. Mojo? I don't know . 


That is true, I believe, on both SSB and CW. With CW, however, I have 
noticed another "layer" effect, and that is code speed. At the start, the 
big boys set their keyers and/or loggers for 35-45 wpm and work all the 
stations they can at that speed. Then as the pickings drop off a little, 
they drop the speed down 10 wpm and prospect that level. And so on 


None of this is offered by way of justifiction, just othe outcome of 
watching this style of contesting mature over the years. It clearly must 
work, since so many of the "big boys" use it and make big scores. 


And yes, some run "high-efficiency antenna couplers in the attic." A friend 
while in the Army in Europe a long time ago used his 50 KW Army station in 
a contest. Needless to say with a rhombic or two, he ruled any frequency 
that he wanted.

No matter where in the band the calling freq is...that is where EVERYONE 
will want to be. 


This is demonstrated over and over on VHF. When 2m is open...check 
144.200 and it's a zoo. Same with 50.125. The stations that move up or 
down the band will work others...but for some reason the majority of 
people just don't tune very far from the calling frequency. That is the 
real problem. Start a campaign to encourage folks to SPREAD out and 
LISTEN to more than 16.059-14.061. 


Exhibit A: Friday night during the Zombie Shuffle...I started out CQing 
around 14.064. Got a few callers...even a Grand Zombie found me 
there...but the rate was somewhat slow. After I was able to setup shop 


around 14.059.5 the rate was much better. 


If everyone would just use those vfo's to tune more than just a small 
slice of the band...this problem will be go away. Don't move the 
freqs. I'd rather be challenged to find a clear freq than have a wide 
open segment. That means people are on the air...which is a good thing.

I've spent a good deal of my 35 years in ham radio contesting and much of 
the time reading diatribes from those who either don't participate in the 
major contests or those who for various reason aren't successful at it. 
While I tend to run 100 wattt class in most contests, I have worked QRP a 
few times. I try to sink my "toy" money into antennae for best results. 


In regard to comments of lazy or inept operation because the weaker signals 
get worked last; weaker signals and often slow cw does get worked last but 
this due to one contesting axiom, RATE, RATE, RATE. After designing, 
building, and paying for an efficient contest station, one designed to be 
heard, the desire is to score as big as possible. You can get the strongest, 
clean sending, and fastest stations in the log at a better rate than the 
weaker, slower sending stations. As long as I continue to attract the 
aforementioned I will usually work them in deference to those I have to dig 
for. The time it takes to work the extremely slow station may either chase 
several "search and pounce" types off or allow one to try a takeover of the 
frequency. You will get worked in deference to others if I know you are a 
badly needed multiplyer and this only if I believe the struggle to hear you 
will produce more points via the multiplier than if I simply ran those who 
were easy to work. 


Do some contest stations run illegal power? I'd venture very few in the US 
do but I also realise that other governments look at ham radio in a 
different light. In some countries "radiosport" is much bigger than here. 
Whether done with the approval of their governments or not, some stations 
appear in every major contest with major hardware and signals. As above, if 
I'm loud to you I am likely loud to others, possibly even louder to the 
contest station with big antennae. I will work those who are easiest to get 
in the log first. 


Lets keep this in perspective. Contest ops appreciate all who jump in and 
participate and all are welcome but the contest op's goal is different than 
ours. We run QRP, an exercise in patience and often futility, and it's not 
reasonable for us to expect others to bow to our desires when they are in 
conflict. If you aren't recognized within a few calls, move on, maybe later 
there'll be less QRM, better propagation, or antenna direction and angle 
will be better for you. It can be done. Yesterday alone I worked nine 
countries in CQWW running 500mW but it required a lot of search and pounce.

I use the QRP calling frequencies for several reasons: 


1. I know I will find kindred spirits there, and the probablility of a high 
quality QSO, usually technical in nature is greater than if I call CQ at 
random. 


2. I know that if the band is open, there is an increased probability of 
getting a QSO if I call CQ, as other QRPers are monitoring the calling 
frequency. 


3. I know that a weak and watery CQ will more likely be responded to at 
these frequencies as QRP operators that hang around these frequencies know 
that these signals are workable and will take the time to work me. 


4. I increase the probablility of making a QSO with my crystal controlled 
rig, a Tuna Tin 2, in these days where few operators tune for a signal. 
Also, people on the calling frequencies are more tolerant of the slight :%) 
chirp on my Tuna Tin 2. 


5. QRP contesting is held in and around these frequencies. 
You probably have other, equally valid reasons. 


I usually operate the highest band open, so here are my comments on the QRP 
calling frequencies by band, 


1. I don't find much activity on 28.060 even when the band is open. This is 
particularly true during Sporadic-E events. I have called CQ for a half hou= 
r 

at a time when the beacons showed the band is open to major metropolitan 
areas and not received a reply. WB5QYT usually answers me though for a QSO 
through the mountain. In short, I don't think that there is much practical 
use of a QRP calling frequency on 10 M, except during contests. There 
probably doesn't need to be, though, since contacts are easy to make with 
QRP on 10 M, even with SSB. The 10 M FM repeaters can be a blast. The band 
is usually open to South America in early afternoon and DX is pretty easy t= 
fe) 

work. =20 


2. I am not sure where the QRP calling frequency on 12 M is, 24.908 MHz?, 
but there is so little CW activity on that band, even the QROers are happy 
to find someone to work. 


3. I find 21.060 to be very productive as a QRP calling frequeucy. I almost 
always get a response to CQs when the band is open, and there isn't much QR= 
M 

from other activities such as the digital modes and FiSTers. It is 
productive to monitor 15 M during QRP contests, even if it isn't open at th= 
e 

start of the contest. I caught Dean Manley in Hawaii during a 10 minute 
opening that way several years ago in a QRPTTF. W1VT uses the same techniqu= 
e 

to good advantage. 


4. I don't think I have ever heard any QRPers on the 17 M QRP calling 
frequency of 18.092, a fact that is driven in part at least by that also 
being the Hell calling frequency. None the less, I find QRP CW contacts on 
17 M to be easy to make and the need for a calling frequency to be some wha= 
t 

less than on other bands. 


5. On 20 M things get interesting. I find 14.060 MHz a very useful calling 


frequency, with lots of QRP activity and nearly 100% assurance that a CQ 
will be answered if the band is open at all. The useful range is limited by 
the FISTers at .058 and the digital modes starting at 0.062 or 0.063 though= 


Now that leaves about 4 kHz for QRP CW QSOs near the calling frequency. Wit= 
h 

narrow filters this should support 8 to 12 CW QSOs, but I seldom hear more 
than 4 or 5 in this range except during a contest. I don't mind the FISTs 
guys, as they will answer QRP CQs, particularly during a contest, but many 
people stop tuning for QRP QSOs during a contest when they hit a "normal" 
FIST QSO.=20 


6. 30 M is my favorite QRP band. While the "official" QRP calling frequency 
of 10.108 MHz has a "spook" RTTY station on it most of the timt here, the d= 
e 

facto calling frequency of 10.118 MHz is a good alternative. It is easy to 
find a CW QSO on 30 M, and the power restrictions along with a dearth of 
gain antennas make QRP more competitive on 30 M than on the other bands. Th= 
e 

digital stations are nicely segretated to the upper portion of the band, so 
there is little annoyance from that source. Yes, in my estimation, 30 M is 
just about the ideal QRP band. 


7.1 find the 7.040 MHz calling frequency a mixed bag. It is pretty useful 
during the day when the band is open on short skip. It becomes less useful 
at night when RTTY and SSSB (Spanish SSB) signals encroach. Narrow filters 
are very useful in dealing with this interference. Now there isn't much tha= 
t 

can be done about the situation on 40 M. The rest of the world only have 7.= 
0 

- 7.1 as a ham band so they must cram everything into our CW band. The 
International QRP calling frequency Of 7.030 is pretty much overrun with 
Chicken Fat operators here in the US so that is out. Going higher in the 
band to 7.060 runs into international SSB use. Faced with this mess, I ofte= 
n 

QSY to 30 M. Out of sight, out of mind. I still kick myself for not getting 
a DSW-30 when I had a chance. 


8. I don't operate 80 M very often and have not used the QRP calling 
frequency there much if at all. QRN makes QRP tough at times, but winters 
during sunspot lows can be heaven for DX. 


9. I do like 160 M, but like 10 M, the calling frequency isn't too 
productive. It can be hard to make CW QRP QSOs there, so I am not too picky 
about where I start. My belief is that QRP activity on 160 M is not 
sufficient to make a calling frequency useful. 


We must face the fact that CW is no longer the "utilitarian" mode in 


telecommunications or even ham radio. This is not necessarily good or bad, 
it is just a fact of life we need to accept. CW, the first generation 
digital mode, has been surpassed by second generation digial modes, RTTY an= 
d 

Hell, third generaton digital modes. AMTOR, Packet, and PACTOR, and now 
fourth generation digital modes, PSK-31 and WSJT. In short, CW will take th= 
e 

same place in telecommunications as horses do in transportation, black 
powder does in firearms, archery does in hunting, and steam threshers and 
tractors do in farm implements. 


What does this mean to us? We must realize that CW is no longer the 
mainstream activity in ham radio and be prepared to make compromises to 
insure our continued existence. As the digital modes become more popular 
they will drop down in frequency to occupy more and more of our CW bands. 
The proposed extension of 40 M to 6.9=AQMHz will help, but this expanson is 
far from certain. 


Since 5 wpm is the entry to the HF bands in the USA, it seems to me that th= 
e 

lower 25 kHz reserved for extra class licensees is a bit irrelevant these 
days. Opening up this part of the band to all CW operators will release som= 
e 

of the pressure on the CW bands, particularly on 40 M. 


In the mean time, if you want to see CW preserved, get on CW often, 
encourage others to get on CW, and work those 5 wpm newconmrs to encourage 


them to empbrace CW as an integral part of their ham radio hobby. - Dr.

This started out as a request to spread out on the bands for contests and 
some observations why people don't. Then there are complaints about the 
packet group on 14.065, then the FISTS on 14.058, and now the county 
hunters on 14.336. What is our problem? Do we want the entire band? The 
rules of the hobby are very simple, the first to the frequency "owns" it 
till they are done. It doesn't matter how they got there or how long they 
stay. It does get a bit muddled when propagation changes and two guys on 
the same frequency find themselves in conflict. But the basic rule is very 
simple. Would you rather the group on 14.336 stayed on 14.336 or picked a 
different frequency each day? They just might pick 14.060 once a week. 


It is nice to have a niche. When we want a QRP to QRP QSO then 14.060 is 
very useful. We publish that as a QRP calling frequency partly so we can 
find each other, partly to tell other where they can find us, and yes 
partly to tell other that we would appreciate it if they choose a different 
frequency for their QRO QSO so we can all live in peace.

Okay, I spent a few hours late last night on 20M to work a few 


stations in the contest. I was running the nominal 100 W from the 
TS130V, as I haven't done up an ALC mod for it yet. My antenna is a 
marginal, roof mounted, shallow inverted V dipole, appex about 25 
feet off the ground. Seab, AAIMY, has seen my set up and is amazed it 
gets out at all - he just shakes his head every time he sees it :-) 
Running QRO into a poor antenna is like running QRP into a good 
antenna, hi! 


Anyway, I worked 11 stations in 10 zones, 01, 02, 04, 06, 08, 09, 14, 
15, 20 and 33. I could have worked more stations, but if I had thier 
zone already, I skipped them. If I timed it right, most every station 
came back on the first or second call. That means spending a lot of 
time waiting for the right moment to call. If they got a big pile up 
going, no sense even adding to the din. If thier not in a run of 
stations, I nearly always get through on the first try. I happened to 
run across KL7RA just at the right moment. A minute latter, wouldn't 
have had a chance! I seem to have a null in the direction of Spain, 
as none of them could hear me. 


So, I don't understand why Dave had so much trouble getting through, 
but then, I do have the east coast advantage to work into the EU.

While I was in Dallas I used a half-sized (51 foot) G5RV at about 30 
feet or so strung from the peak of my house to a big tree in the 
backyard. I lived IN the city of Dallas (where there is more 
asphalt/concrete than earth) and fed the antenna with about 60 ft. of 
RG8X into an 8 turn, 10" diameter coaxial choke balun which then fed 
the 12 ft (?) of twinlead to the antenna. I use an old Knwd AT180 
tuner at the rig. I found that the antenna worked quite well on 40, 
20, and 10 meters. Efficiency appeared poorer for my feedline type 
and length on 30/15 meters. In fact, I don't think I ever made more 


than a handful of contacts on 15m. My experience is that as small 
multiband wire antenna, the G5RV/2 could work just fine for 40m and 
higher freq. Had I stayed in Dallas I would have swapped out the coax 
for window line so my xmission line losses would be lower on 30 and 15 
(where the SWR was pretty high). Putzing around with EZ-NEC I found 
that any wire dipole-like antenna hung at 30 feet, with a wire length 
between 44' and 66', and fed with low loss feedline and a decent 
tuner, will work similiarly. You might see some differences in 
gain/directivity at the higher frequencies and perhaps the match will 
be a little easier or harder but the end result will be just about the 
same overall performance. Given a choice of more wire or more height 
I would have gladly chosen the latter. Another opinion for your 
consideration...good luck.

I recently built a hb ne602 superhet for 40. What an education! If you 
want compact, build a kit, if you want to learn something, build it 
manhattan style, and exeriment! 


Anyway, over the weekend, while listening to ssb all the way down into the 
extra class cw segment, it occurred to me that the receiver was receiving 
ssb just fine, and was broad as a barn. Not good. 

I replaced the 300 pf sm caps in the filter with 470 pf. Then I discovered 
the bfo was no longer in the proper range. Fortunately, the filter was 
built from a big handful of 10 MHz crystals I got for a $1 at a hamfest. I 
didn't know -- but should have -- that the resonant frequency would be 
pulled down by the larger caps. This got me thinking about filters. 

I'm reading two stories about crystal filters. One is that the most 
important characteristic of the filter is that the crystals should be very 
closely matched. The other is that matching isn't that important, but the Q 
of the crystals is very important. But I've read the the Q of most computer 
crystals is poor... 

Who's right? -And what is the best line of computer crystals for Q?? 


I didn't bother with testing Q this time, and the radio works. But maybe if 
I built a test jig and RF generator, the next radio might be a lot better... 
Might need a scope soon too...

At 
the end of the hunt, the winners will be the Hound who has worked the most 
Foxes, and the Fox who has worked the most hounds. Special recognition 


may be given in other categories. The Foxes may also participate as Hounds.

DEFINITIONS 

QRP = 5 watts or less RF output from the 
transmitter. 

QRPp = 1 watt or less RF output from the 
transmitter.

FOX = The station the Hounds try to work. 


Hound = Each QRP station trying to work the 
fox. 


RULES: 


GENERAL 


Good 


The hunts will take place each Thursday evening (US time) from 
Thursday, October 25th, 2001 through Thursday, March 7th, 2002. 
Each hunt will start at 0200Z, with the exception of the first hunt 
which will start at 0100Z due to Daylight Saving Time.

1.3 No later than 5PM EST on the day before Hunt, the Fox will post a 
notice on 
QRP-L providing useful details such as his location, equipment, antenna(s), 
planned 
starting frequency, etc. Because many Hunters read the QRP-L daily digest, 
changes 
after that time will be avoided as far as possible. 


1.4 The Fox will operate within +/- 10Khz of 7.040 MHz. 
1.5 The Fox will call "CQ FOX DE [callsign]," "QRZ FOX?," or otherwise 
identify himself 


as the Fox during the progress of the hunt. 


1.6 The Fox may QSY to avoid QRM, but will indicate his intention to do 
so. 


1.7 The Hounds should avoid transmitting on the Fox's transmitting 
frequency if their 
equipment permits. Splits (separate transmit/receive capability or 


XIT/RIT) of up to 5Khz 


may be used by some foxes but the Fox will not ordinarily indicate where 
he is listening 

and can be expected to change his listening frequency often, depending on 
the number of 

stations calling and the frequency spread. 


1.8 A valid QSO is defined as the exchange of

Operator's Name, and 
Power Output 


Examples:

The Fox's information may in some cases be "deemed" to be exchanged. That 
is, the Hunter 

need not acknowledge the Fox's information, and the Fox may work a list. 
For example, the Fox 

may call several stations and acknowledge their information one by one, 
while sending his own 

information only once for the list. Foxes may work stations who are not 
Hounds (e.g. QRO stations) 


Hounds may participate at QRPp power levels (1W or less), in which case 
they should report 
their power as 1W or as mW as appropriate 


Hounds may work each Fox only once per session. Hounds must not work the 
Fox again using a different callsign (e.g. a club call). 


Foxes may also compete as Hounds, and may claim one point for their own 
sessions as the Fox, and one point for 

each other Fox operating at the same time (this is to avoid having Foxes

1.9. Each Fox will post his log to QRP-L as soon as practical after the

Extraneous information such as colons in the time enries, dates, and "QSO 
numbers" are to be deleted from the Fox's log before posting. 


2.0 Hounds will ANSWER a CQ or QRZ? call by the FOX. Hounds do not call 
CQ, nor do 
they work each other in proximity to the hunt. 


2.1 In his notice to QRP-L, the Fox may include suggestions as to 
preferred operating 

procedure, but in the absence of any other instructions the Hound should 
send his callsign only 

once after a call by the Fox or the conclusion of a QSO. 


2.2 "Sub-contests" are encouraged, but with the exception of the "Teams 
Competition" are the sole responsibility of the 
person who decides to organize them. 


2.3 At the end of the Hunt, the winners will be everyone who 
participated.

I suggest using 4 MHz crystals. Since they are lower in frequency, they 
can be made narrow more easily. Plus, they should work with only minor 
changes to your apparent 3 MHz VFO (needs to tune 3 MHz and up rather 
than 3 MHz and down like you have now). 


I would think a 10 MHz IF would be bad news. I once built a receiver 
using 5 MHz crystals and found I had a whale of a lot of 5 MHZ WwWVv 
bleeding through the front end. I would 10 MHz wwv would be the same 
way. 4.000 MHz seems to work out fine other than having a big mixing 
spur right at 7.000 MHz. 


Yes, you want to match the crystal frequency to within 5 to 10% of the 
desired bandwidth. In practice, go buy about 20 crystals and you will 
end up with several matched sets. The odd crystals you can use as the 
BFO crystals for RX and TX. If you do not have a frequency counter, go 
spend $20 and get the Az ScQRPion SSS audio counter kit (a shameless 
plug here). See 


http: //www.extremezone.com/~nk7m/cwafc.htm 


I have built a lot of ladder crystal filters and gotten great success 
without measuring the Q. On the other hand, I one built a filter whose 
frequecies were random and got very bad results (wide with xlots* of 
passband ripple). Frequency matching seems much more important than Q 
matching. 


I am sure that a great filter would be even better with matched 


frequencies and matched Q, but you would need to buy a lot more 
crystals!
